Shortage of Medical Manpower Due to War

A LOOMING sho rtage in man­ 
po wer fo r the war effo rt has co me 
to my attentio n within the last 
week. In 1940 when the draft law 
was passed, we had fo ur classes 
o f medical students in o ur medical 
scho o ls, already at so me stage in 
the pro gress o f their educatio n. 
The Army and Nav y v ery wisely 
exempted these peo ple fro m the 
draft, allo wed them to finish their

educatio n and take their ho spital 
intemeship. New freshman classes 
were enro lled in the Fall o f 1941 
and when the tempo o f medical 
educatio n was changed, we en­ 
ro lled a class o f freshman students 
in the Spring o f 1942. 
“Fro zen" fo r War Serv ice 


These students are all “fro zen” 
fo r military duty. Many o f them 
are no w in the serv ice, but at the 
present time there are a number 
o f yo ung men o f draft age who 
under no rmal circumstances w o uld 
study medicine. A great many o f 
these are afiaid o f the cry o f 
“slacker” if they go into medical 
study no w because it means they 
will be in civ ilian o ccupatio n fo r 
at least fiv e years. So me o f the 
mo re fo rward-lo o king medical co l­ 
leges hav e already selected and 
fro zen co llege students who will 
enter medical scho o l in the Spring 
o f 1943 and 1944, hut that still 
leav es a large gro up unpro v ided 
fo r. 
The pro blem is a v ery serio us 
o ne because it means that po ssibly 
fo r sev eral years after 1948 medi­ 
cal scho o ls will graduate a v ery 
much smaller class o f physicians 
and this, added to the sho rtage 
which already exists in military 
as well as civ ilian medical man­ 
po wer, will be a serio us hazard. 
It wo uld be fo o lish to po int o it 
this pro blem witho ut hav ing so me 
suggestio n as to ho w to deal with 
it and after thinking it o v er. I 
hav e the fo llo wing tentativ e plan 
to pro po se. 
In the first place, 
wo men sho uld be enco uraged as 
much as po ssible to study medi­ 
cine. 
In many scho o ls a« much as 5 
ner cent o f the student perso nnel 
is made up by wo men and there is 
no reaso n why this sho uldn't he 
increased to 10 o r 20 per cent. I 


Look ing Back in Fay ette County

A? so o n as the medical student 
is signed up by the Army o r Nav y, 
he is giv en a co mmissio n in the 
Reserv e Co rps. But I believ e that 
besides this, medical students se­ 
lected by the Surgeo n General's 
Office sho uld he put in unifo rm 
and giv en a rank and pay co m­ 
mensurate with their standing in 
scho o l: fo r example, the rank and 
pay o f n priv ate in the first year, 
a co rpo ral in the seco nd year, a 
sergeant in the third year, a to p 
sergeant in the senio r year and a 
seco nd lieutenant in the interne 
year. 
The unifo rm will pro tect them 
fro m the cry o f “slacker” and the 
pay will so lv e a v ery serio us pro b­ 
lem that o ccurs to many medical 
students: o f wo rking in their v a­ 
catio ns in o rder to pay their way 
thro ugn scho o l. There are abo ut 
20,000 medical students in the 
medical 
scho o ls 
in the United 
States at present so that this 
wo uld no t make a v ery frerio us 
assault o n the Treasury.
